SUMMARY 


On October 16, 2015, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of Lieutenant 
Edward Godfrey AMEE. Sergeants Chad Smeltzer AM and Jesus Carrasco 

responded to Industry Station regarding an on-duty deputy-involved hit 
shooting. The shooting resulted in the death of Suspect Johnny Rangel (hereafter 
referred to as Suspect Rangel). On July 27, 2016, this case was reassigned to 
Sergeant Nadar Chanine; and later reassigned to Sergeant Calvin Mah on September 
14, 2017. 


IAB Lieutenant Godfrey confirmed the watch commander, Lieutenant Robert Tubbs 

took reasonable steps to ensure the involved and witness personnel did not 
discuss the incident among themselves, or with uninvolved persons prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators. In addition, IAB Lieutenant Godfrey 
confirmed the involved personnel gathered in the company of a supervisor until they 
provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 


Detective Sergeant Marc Boskovich гга Detective Louie Aguilera MEN 
from the Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department Homicide Bureau, arrived and 
assumed control of the investigation. For further information regarding the investigation 
conducted by Homicide Bureau refer to the Homicide case book, under URN #015- 
12768-1441-013 [Exhibit A]. 


SYNOPSIS 
On October 16, 2015, at approximately 0118 hours, Industry Station (IDT) Unit 144F, 
Deputies [E an Brian Richards (bookman) 8 were 


patrolling near Azusa Avenue and Amar Road, in the unincorporated area of Los 
Angeles County, known as Valinda, in a marked Crown Victoria.

While driving north on Azusa Avenue approaching Amar Road, Deputies and 
Richards saw Suspect Rangel standing on the north sidewalk of Amar Road west of 
Azusa Road, near a bus bench. Suspect Rangel noticed the deputies’ presence and 
ran south crossing the westbound and eastbound lanes of Amar Road. Suspect Rangel 
ran toward a McDonald’s parking lot (2501 S. Azusa Avenue, West Covina, California, 
91791). The deputies’ intentions were to contact Suspect Rangel for violation of 21956 
of the California Vehicle Code, Pedestrian in the Roadway. 


Deputy ое west on Amar Road, in the eastbound lane, paralleling Suspect 
Rangel who ran across the street, into the McDonald's parking lot. Deputy 

stopped his patrol vehicle on Amar Road, in close proximity to Suspect Rangel, who 
stood in the parking lot. Deputy Richards illuminated Suspect Rangel with the patrol 
vehicle spot light, who appeared to be speaking to a male and female standing next to a 
truck. 


IAB Note: The investigation conducted by Homicide Investigators later 
revealed Suspect Rangel attempted to contact a random couple 
standing near their truck parked in the “McDonald’s” parking 
lot. When deputies illuminated Suspect Rangel, he threw a 
black folding knife in the bed of the truck and proceeded to run 
west through the parking lot. The female, later identified as 
Witnes: said her exited the truck, grabbed the 
knife and threw it in a planter. н. СЫ һег 
proceeded to leave the location. Witness| returned a short 
time later and advised a West Covina Police Officer regarding 
the knife's location. Homicide Investigators recovered and 
booked the knife as evidence. [Exhibit A, page 20-23]. 


Deputy [iif ordered Suspect Rangel to come toward him. Suspect Rangel ran west 
through the parking lot toward Witzman Drive, then south on Witzman Drive toward 
Ashcomb Drive. Deputies {and Richards followed Suspect Rangel in their patrol 
vehicle and approached Suspect Rangel mid-block on Witzman Drive between 
Ashcomb Drive and Amar Road. Deputy J ordered Suspect Rangel to stop 
running. Suspect Rangel replied, "Fuck you, I’m not gonna stop.” 


Deputy Richards described Suspect Rangel as a male Hispanic with a shaved head, 
blue shirt, white/blue checkered shorts, and having a tattoo on his head. Both deputies 
described Suspect Rangel as a gang member. [Homicide Richards transcripts, page 
4] 

Suspect Rangel ran east on Ashcomb Drive into the backyard of 

along the east side of the house. There was no fence that separated the front yard from 
the back yard, an overhead photograph [Exhibit B] Me wich 


depicts the location where Suspect Rangel ran from the deputies.

As the above deputies responded, Deputy [stood on the corner of Ashcomb Drive 
and Witzman Drive to maintain a visual north on Witzman Drive and_east on Ashcomb 
Drive. Deputy Richards stood on Ashcomb Drive directly in front оғ 

the last location he saw Suspect Rangel. Due to the fact Suspect Rangel had run north 
toward the McDonald's parking lot, Deputies гга Richards believed Suspect 
Rangel might jump over the fence. While waiting for the deputies’ assistance, Deputies 
enc Richards drove back to the McDonald’s parking lot to determine whether 
Suspect Rangel jumped over the fence to the parking lot. Both deputies realized the 
concrete wall was too high to jump over, and drove back to the corner of Ashcomb Drive 
and Witzman Drive.

Prior to entering the residence, Air 24 arrived and made announcements for the suspect 
to exit the residence for approximately 2 minutes. Deputies {J Richards, 

Farino, Sergeant Kline, Witnesses and [J all heard the announcement made 
by Air 24. Suspect Rangel failed to exit the residence. Deputy Richards advised 
Sheriff's dispatch, deputies were preparing to enter the location. 


Deputies approached the open front door and also gave commands for Suspect Rangel 
to exit the residence to no avail. Deputies saw blood on the interior walls of the home 
and noticed a blood trail leading to a bedroom [Exhibit A, CD, scene photo 7212- 
7218]. Deputies entered the location in the following order: Deputy (first), Deputy 
Richards (second), Оершу (ога), Deputy Farino (fourth), and Sergeant Kline at 
the rear.

Deputy Lopez contacted Witness elderl in the western hallway, 
just outside her bedroom. Witness told Deputy in Spanish, that 
her daughter was inside the north bedroom. The door to the north bedroom was closed. 
Deputy [advised his partners of a possible hostage situation inside the north 
bedroom. Deputy [lllescorted both Witness И Witness 

from the residence. The additional deputies focused on the north bedroom 
where they heard noises coming from within. Deputies ordered Suspect Rangel to exit 
the room. Suspect Rangel did not comply. 


Due to the hallway configuration, deputies positioned themselves at the following 
locations, all facing and focused on the north bedroom: Deputy stood in the 
bathroom; Deputy [stood in the south bedroom; Deputy Richards stood in the 
hallway, near the north bedroom's threshold; and Deputy Farino and Sergeant Kline 
stood in the living room. All of the above rooms were cleared with the exception of the 
north bedroom. A shooting scene sketch [Exhibit D] of the interior of the location has 
been submitted for reference. 


The deputies positioned in the hallway saw blood on the walls and on the floor leading 
to the north bedroom and heard a commotion coming from within the bedroom. Deputy 
ШШ есес the door knob and determined it was locked. Deputy subsequently 
kicked the door which opened slightly. The back of a recliner was propped against the 
door. Suspect Rangel ran toward the door and shoved it closed. Deputies heard glass 
breaking and were unsure if Suspect Rangel was attempting to escape. Deputy Farino 
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turned toward the glass door to ensure the suspect would not come around through the 
rear of the location. 


Оериу ооа at the left side of the door, Deputy Richards was on the right side 
with his body lowered, and Deputy I stood behind Deputy Richards. The three 
deputies approached the door and Deputy Kicked the door a second time. 
Simultaneously, Deputy Richards pushed and kicked the door. The door came off the 
hinge and fell toward the ground. The deputies were separated from Suspect Rangel 
by the door and recliner, but could see Suspect Rangel's upper torso. With his hand 
near his waistband, Suspect Rangel aggressively ran toward the threshold of the door 
where the deputies were standing. Unknown if Suspect Rangel was armed, Deputy 

lemployed the Taser, striking Suspect Rangel in his upper torso. Suspect Rangel 
fell forward onto the recliner. Deputy Richards looked over the back of the recliner to 
get a visual of Suspect Rangel. Deputy Richards pointed his firearm at Suspect Rangel 
and ordered him to "show his hands." Suspect Rangel stood up and forcibly grabbed 
Deputy Richards' gun. Deputy Richards was able to pull his gun away from Suspect 
Rangel and advised his partners, "he grabbed my gun." Depu ctivated the 
Taser a second time. Suspect Rangel fell forward into the recliner with his hands near 
his waistband. While face down in the recliner, deputies ordered Suspect Rangel to 
show his hands. Suspect Rangel stated "Okay, okay," but never complied. Instead, 
Suspect Rangel stood and grabbed Deputy Richards' gun a second time, and attempted 
to pull it away from him. Deputy Richards felt the gun slipping from his grip; however, 
he was able to maintain control of his gun. 


While standing shoulder to shoulder with Deputy Richards, Deputy saw Suspect 
Rangel grab Deputy Richards’ gun. Depu felt Deputy Richards’ body being 
pulled into the room. Deputy, xtended his right arm and wedged it against Deputy 
Richards’ body to prevent him from being dragged inside the room. Deputy! 

activated his Taser a third time, but it did not subdue Suspect Rangel, or appear to have 
an effect. Suspect Rangel reached for Deputy Richards’ gun a third time, but was 
unsuccessful in grabbing the gun. Deputy Richards said he feared Suspect Rangel 
would gain control of his gun, and use it against him and the deputies. Deputy Richards 
fired one round from his duty weapon, striking Suspect Rangel in the upper torso. 
Deputies were not aware Suspect Rangel was hit because he continued to resist their 
orders. Deputy, continued to deploy his Taser two to three more times and 
transmitted on his portable radio a deputy involved shooting had occurred. 


Suspect Rangel fell to the ground with his head facing north toward the bed, and his 
feet toward the doorway. Deputies moved the door, recliner, and other debris from the 
doorway threshold. Deputies entered the room and ordered Suspect Rangel to give 
them his hands. lt to the left of Suspect Rangel. Deputy Richards to 
the right, and Deputy was behind them. Deputy| attempted to handcuff 
Suspect Rangel, but his arms were tucked underneath his body. Deputies ordered 
Suspect Rangel to remove his arms from underneath his body, but he did not comply. 
Deputy Richards took the Taser from Deputy Дага drive stunned Suspect Rangel 
once on the right tricep. It did not have an effect on Suspect Rangel. Deputy Richards 
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drive stunned Suspect Rangel a second time near his right rib cage. Suspect Rangel 
kicked his feet and slid his upper torso side to side, preventing deputies from 
handcuffing his arms. After a short struggle, Deputy Richards grasped Suspect 
Rangel's wrist. Deputy [handed Deputy Richards a pair of handcuffs and Deputy 
Richards handcuffed Suspect Rangel. Deputy  һоБыеа Suspect Rangel’s ankles, 
to control his legs and to assist him in lifting Suspect Rangel body. Due to the 
bedroom's confined space and Suspect Rangel's injuries Deputy Жапа Deputy 

carried Suspect Rangel out of the room so that medical rescue personnel could 
render aid. The deputies carried him toward the front door of the residence where 
Suspect Rangel was then carried to the front yard by Deputy Rivera. 


Deputy Rivera felt a weak pulse on Suspect Rangel and immediately began chest 
compressions on Suspect Rangel pending the arrival of medical personnel. Los 
Angeles County Fire Engine 26 under the supervision of Captain Stillwagon arrived on 
scene and evaluated Suspect Rangel. Suspect Rangel was pronounced dead at the 
scene by paramedics at 0137 hours. No deputies were injured during this incident. 
There were no hostages located inside the residence. 


Deputy Richards' backdrop was the drywall on the north wall of the bedroom. The wall 
is approximately 5 yards from where the shooting occurred. There was no property 
damage as a result of the shooting.

On December 28, 2015, Homicide Investigators received a DNA Analysis Report from 
Los Angeles County Sheriff's Senior Criminalist, Ilene Krokaugger # The report 
concluded the DNA profile taken from the front slide, frame, and light of Deputy 
Richards' firearm was a mixture of two contributors. The profile of the major contributor 
matched the DNA of Suspect Johnny Rangel [Exhibit A, pages 69-70]. 


Suspect Johnny Rangel's autopsy was performed by the Los Angeles County Coroner's 


Office. Suspect Rangel's death was caused by a gunshot wound to his chest. Suspect 
Rangel's blood tested positive for marijuana, amphetamine and methamphetamine. 
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DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S LETTER OF OPINION 


The Justice System Integrity Division (JSID) of the Los Angeles County District 
Attorney's Office reviewed the incident. In the letter of opinion dated July 20, 2017, 
JSID concluded Deputy Richards acted in lawful self-defense and defense of others 
when he used deadly force against Johnny Rangel [Exhibit E].

SUSPECT AUTOPSY 

On July 6, 2015, a post-mortem examination of the remains of Suspect Johnny Rangel 
was performed by Doctor Kevin Young at the Los Angeles County Coroner's Office. It 
was determined Suspect Rangel's death was caused by a gunshot wound to his chest 
[Exhibit A, pages 175]. 

A Laboratory summary for toxicology screening [Exhibit A, page 192] was completed. 
Suspect Rangel's blood tested positive for marijuana, amphetamine and 
methamphetamine. 

DEPUTY PERSONNEL INJURIES 

No deputies were injured during the course of this incident. 

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 

All physical evidence was located and collected by Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department Homicide Bureau and Scientific Services Bureau personnel. A description

The scene was described in detail by Homicide Bureau investigators, Donna Cheek 
па Gean Okada AM and documented with photographs. The scene 
description covered the entire incident and shooting location. 


Forensic Identification Specialists Il Yvette Gonzalez Malla Scott Purcell NN 
and Deputy Steven Thomas 4 assisted investigators with the processing of the 
scene [Exhibit A, pages 24-34]. Their description of the scene was consistent with the 
initial IAB Investigators’ observations. The scene was also photographed and sketched 
by the Sheriff's Department Scientific Services Bureau. Included as a permanent record 
within the IAB Case Book are compact discs containing aerial photographs of the 
scene, photographs of involved deputy personnel, coroner's photographs, and scene 
investigation photos [Exhibit A, CD]. 


WEAPON USED BY DEPUTY RICHARDS 


Deputy Richards fired one round of the Department issued 9mm ammunition from his 
Department issued Smith & Wesson M&P semi-automatic pistol Uv ] Homicide 
Investigators Aguilera and Boskovich took possession of the firearm. They later 
released custody of the firearm to Deputy Steven Thomas һо subsequently 
booked the firearm into evidence for further examination. Deputy Richards' weapon 
was found to be functional.

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident occurred inside lllo shcomb Drive in the unincorporated area of Los 
Angeles County known as Valinda at approximately 0118 hours. The weather was clear 
and cool. The source of illumination inside the location were flashlights. 
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RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


Internal Affairs Bureau Investigators reviewed SCC's certified copy of the radio traffic 
associated with the incident [Exhibit H].

He also advised sufficient units 
were on scene.

0113 hours - Deputy Richards advised SCC units would be conducting a protective 
sweep а North Ashcomb Drive. 


0118 hours - SCC advised deputies at [ashcomb went 998. SCC asked if deputies 
were injured and if they needed fire to stage. 


0118 hours - Air 24 advised deputies were on L-TAC 


0119 hours - Industry deputy advised all deputies were accounted for and none were 
injured. Air 24 asked if 902R was needed for the suspect. 
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0120 hours — Air 24 requested 902R for the suspect. SCC acknowledged and 902R 
advised to stage at Azusa and Amar. 


0121 hours - SCC requested an update from 140S and advised all units switch to 
Dispatch 8. 140S advised suspect being taken into custody. 


0122 hours - Sergeant Kline confirmed 998 occurred, no deputies were injured and 
suspect was in custody. 


0123 hours - Industry deputy requested Fire to respond directly осот Drive. 
0123 hours - SCC advised Fire acknowledged response dili... cono Drive. 


0127 hours - Air 24 advised SCC units were ready to switch to a tactical channel when 
available. SCC checking on A-Tac 3. 


0129 hours - SCC advised Industry units A-TAC 3 was available. Industry units were 
advised to switch. 


INDUSTRY STATION L-TAC - OCTOBER 16, 2015 


1258 hours - 144F requested any available unit in the area of Azusa Avenue and Amar 
Road to identify. 


1259 hours - 142 and 141 advised they were available and en-route. 


0100 hours - Deputy Richards advised a person ran from them and requested Industry 
units respond to “McDonalds” and Witzman. 


0100 hours - 141 and 147B advised they were en-route. 147B advised they would 
respond to McDonalds. Deputy Richards provided a suspect description as male, 
Hispanic 5'8", 200 pounds, shaved head with a tattoo wearing a blue shirt and 
blue/white checkered shorts. 


0102 hours - Deputy Richards asked Industry Station desk personnel if they received 
any calls regarding a prowler at and requested a unit to position north of 
the location. 


0103 hours - Deputy Richards advised Aero the suspect was last seen BE | 
and the location was contained. Aero advised 6 % ЕТА. 


0106 hours - Deputy Mill advised the suspect was within their containment due to a 
large wall which separated the residence and McDonalds. Industry units contained the 
location.

Drive, and deputies would enter the location once Aero arrived. 


0111 hours - Deputy Richards requested Aero to make announcements.

0117 hours - Industry Deputy heard a noise coming from the side and believed the 
suspect was exiting the window. 


0118 hours - Deputy advised “998 shots fired shots fired he’s grabbing his gun.”

IAB Interview 


On March 12, 2018, Deputy [was interviewed at the Internal Affairs Bureau office 
by IAB Investigators. The interview was audio recorded and transcribed. The following 
is a summary of the interview: 


Deputy Lopez told IAB Investigators he was assigned to Industry Unit 144F with Deputy 
Brian Richards. They attempted to contact Suspect Rangel and he ignored their 
request to stop and ran from them. Deputy Г wanted to question Suspect Rangel 
for not using the crosswalk, running from them, and his gang involvement within a 
“safety zone.” 


IAB Note: Superior Court of California Judge Joanne O’Donnell 
granted a permanent gang injunction against Puente 13 
and Bassett Grande. The safety zone has been 
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established as North 10 Freeway/Francisquito Avenue, 
East Nogales Road, South 60 Freeway/Valley Boulevard, 
West 605 Freeway. It established guidelines for Puente 
13 and Basset Grande gang members to follow within 
the safety zone [Exhibit J]. 


Suspect Rangel ignored his orders to stop and ran from them. Suspect Rangel ran 
north through some yards on Ashcomb Drive. Deputy Millireauested units to his 
location. While standing at the intersection of Ashcomb Drive and Witzman Drive, 
Witness MR RW exited his residence and told Deputy that Suspect Rangel 
broke the rear sliding glass door, and entered his residence. Witness| told 
deputies that Suspect Rangel was inside a bedroom and requested deputies enter the 
location to “get him.” Witness 2 о told deputies his elderly| were 
inside the location. Due to the exigent nature of the situation, deputies entered the 
location. Once inside, Deputy contacted Witness 7 Ww told him in 
Spanish her ‘EE ог was inside the room." 


Deputy [believed someone was being assaulted or injured inside the room 
because he heard rummaging, and sounds that appeared someone was being thrown 
around. Deputy [told Deputy Mo kick the door. After Deputy icked the 
door, they felt resistance at the door and suddenly the resistance ceased. Deputy 


kicked the door again and the door came off the hinge. Deputy Richards was 
immediately to his right and Deputy} was to his left. Deputies ordered Suspect 
Rangel to show his hands. Deputy heard "He's got my gun. He's going for my 
gun." Depu heard a pop and believed Der activated his Taser. 
Deputy realized Deputy Richards shot Suspect Rangel. Deputies entered the 
room and Deputy| handed Deputy Richards the Taser. Deputy Richards 
proceeded to drive stun Suspect Rangel with the Taser. Suspect Rangel continued to 
resist and struggle. Deputy [positioned himself near Suspect Range!'s ankles to 
prevent him from kicking. Due to the amount of blood, Deputy MM ut on gloves and 
hobbled Suspect Rangel. The purpose for the hobble was to carry Suspect Rangel out 


of the residence for medical treatment. Afterwards, he carried Suspect Rangel to the 
hallway and Deputy Rivera proceeded to carry Suspect Rangel to the front yard. 


IAB investigators asked Deputy Milli any of the residents were contacted to 
determine if everyone from inside the residence was accounted for prior to entering the 
bedroom. Deputy [stated that did not occur because Wines MIR a 
Witness had told him their [was inside the room. In addition, they had 
seen blood leading to the room, and heard noises within the room. Deputy 

stated he was the senior deputy on scene, and he advised his partners they needed to 
make entry to rescue a hostage. IAB investigators presented Deputy Ш 2 
photograph of the hallway [Exhibit C] and a shooting scene sketch [Exhibit D] of the 
interior of the residence for visual reference.

IAB Interview 


On March 12, 2018, Deputy Farino was interviewed at the Internal Affairs Bureau office 
by IAB Investigators. The interview was audio recorded and transcribed. The following 
is a summary of the interview: 


Deputy Farino told IAB Investigators he was working with Deputy hen they heard 
a back-up request from Deputies ага Richards. They were advised a person 
(Suspect Rangel) had run from the deputies and they responded to assist in a 
containment. They responded to the front о ЖШШЕ: were advised by 
Deputies 2га Richards, Suspect Rangel broke through the back door of the 


residence and NN still inside. The deputies formulated a plan, made 
announcements, and entered the residence. 


Deputy Farino told IAB Investigators he was assigned to transmit radio traffic on the 
entry team. After making entry, Deputies lll Richards, ато ег toward the 
western hallway. Deputy Farino and Sergeant Kline checked the eastern portion of the 
residence (which included a kitchen, living room, and bedroom) to check for additional 
persons inside the residence. Once they cleared the east side of the house they 
rejoined the other deputies at the west side of the house. 


Deputies made contact with an elderly couple. One of the residents advised deputies a 
daughter was inside the north bedroom. The elderly couple was escorted out of the 
residence. A deputy relayed to Deputy Farino a daughter was inside the north 
bedroom. Based on the noise coming from the room, and the blood the deputies saw 
around the area, they believed someone was injured inside the room. 


As deputies made entry, Deputy Farino stood in the living room, just on the other side of 
the hallway. Deputy Farino stated the hallway was extremely small and did not have 
room for all the deputies. He covered the rear window to ensure Suspect Rangel or 
anyone else did not enter behind the deputies and he was close enough to the deputies 
to assist if needed. Deputy Farino heard a deputy kick the door and heard glass 
breaking. He stood in the living room and directed his attention to the back door. While 
in the living room he heard "Let me see your hands" and "show me your hands." 

Deputy Farino heard someone say "He's got my gun,” and he heard a pop after. 

Deputy Farino initially believed it to be a Taser. 
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After hearing the pop, Deputy Farino walked toward the room and saw deputies 
struggling to handcuff Suspect Rangel. He saw Suspect Rangel's arms underneath his 
body. Suspect Rangel was struggling with the deputies and did not comply with their 
orders. Deputy Farino pointed his firearm toward Suspect Rangel's upper torso in the 
event he tried to harm the deputies. Deputy Farino said up to that point, Suspect 
Rangel had not been searched and deputies did not know if Suspect Rangel was armed 
with a weapon. 


Deputy Farino stated a weapon was not recovered and no additional residents were 
located inside the location. Deputy Farino stated once the entry team was inside the 
location they did not exit to contact the residents outside. He also stated he was never 
advised if all residents were accounted for from the deputies outside the location. 


IAB investigators presented Deputy Farino a photograph of the hallway [Exhibit C] and 
a shooting scene sketch [Exhibit D] of the interior of the residence for visual reference.

On October 16, 2015, Sergeant Brady Kline г interviewed by Homicide 
Detectives Louie Aguilera # ШЙ and Sergeant Marc Boskovich Er The 
interview was summarized in the Homicide Case Book [Exhibit A, pages 46-48]. The 
interview was transcribed. 


1AB Interview 


On March 8, 2018, Sergeant Kline was interviewed at the Internal Affairs Bureau office 
by IAB Investigators. The interview was audio recorded and transcribed. The following 
is a summary of the interview: 


Sergeant Kline told IAB investigators he heard radio traffic regarding a person (Suspect 
Rangel) running from deputies. As he drove toward the deputies’ direction, he was 
formally requested to respond to the location. Once he arrived, deputies briefed him 
that Suspect Rangel ran inside and the residents who exited the 
location advised their elderly| were still inside. Sergeant Kline and Deputies 
HEE Richards, J and Farino formulated a plan to enter the house. 


Upon entry, Sergeant Kline said the deputies made contact with an elderly male. The 
deputies brought the elderly male to him and he escorted the male out of the residence. 
After escorting the male out, he returned and escorted an older female outside. After 
escorting the elderly couple outside, Sergeant Kline told the deputies to back out of the 
residence. Deputy [told him “No, Sarge, we can't, she said there is another girl in 
there, we can't get out." Sergeant Kline was told by Deputy оге of the residents 
told him in Spanish another girl was inside the location. 
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Based on that information the deputies held their position inside the residence. 
Sergeant Kline stated once the residents were escorted outside, deputies did not exit 
and account for the all the residents. Deputies outside of the location did not advise the 
entry team if all the residents were accounted for. IAB investigators presented Sergeant 
Kline a photograph of the hallway [Exhibit C] and a shooting scene sketch [Exhibit D] 
of the interior of the residence for visual reference. Sergeant Kline told IAB 
investigators he was positioned near the hallway in the living room, a small, confined 
area. From his vantage point, he was not able to see what the deputies were doing 
because he was separated from them by a wall. 


Sergeant Kline heard a commotion and yelling, “Let's see your hands!” and either “He 
has my gun!” or “He has his hand on my gun!” Shortly after, he heard a pop sound and 
thought a Taser was activated. He heard radio traffic for “998” and realized a deputy 
involved shooting occurred. Afterward he heard deputies order Suspect Rangel to 
“Give us your hands” or "Let's see your hands.” Sergeant Kline reiterated he was not 
able to see in the hallway and bedroom because of the size of the deputies and the 
clutter in the hallway. A short time later, Suspect Rangel was brought out to the 
hallway. Suspect Rangel was carried to the front yard by deputies. Once in the front 
yard, Sergeant Kline told deputies not to place the suspect face down. Sergeant Kline 
told IAB Investigators Deputy Rivera started chest compressions on Suspect Rangel 
until the arrival of the Fire Department. After the incident, Sergeant Kline said he was 
sequestered and was unsure how the scene was secured.

On February 21, 2018, Deputy as interviewed at the Internal Affairs Bureau office 
by IAB Investigators. The interview was audio recorded and transcribed. The following 
is a summary of the interview: 


On October 16, 2015, Deputy [was assigned to a two person, Industry Station Unit, 
147B. On that day, Deputy 25 partnered with Deputy Farino. 


Бери land Deputy Farino were patrolling the area of Hacienda Boulevard and 
Three Palms, Hacienda Heights when he heard a backup request on L-TAC. The 
request was from Industry Station Unit 144F, Deputies MM Richards and they 
requested units to respond to Amar Road and Azusa Avenue regarding a suspicious 
person who had run from them. Бере епо Farino responded to the location 
and took a containment position at the parking lot of McDonalds. 
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While at the location, Deputy Richards requested them to respond to Ashcomb Drive 
and Witzman Drive, after receiving information regarding Suspect Rangel. Upon their 
arrival, Deputy — Deputy and Deputy Richards speaking to an older 
female and older male. Deputy land Deputy Farino were briefed the suspect ran 
through the sliding glass door and the occupants ran out. The deputies along with 
Sergeant Kline, formulated a plan and entered the location. Deputy| was assigned 
as the less lethal deputy and he deployed a Taser X26. Deputies escorted an elderly 
couple out of the residence. As the female exited the residence, she appeared excited 
and pointed in the direction of the north bedroom. Deputy also heard the elderly 
female say something to Deputy г Spanish. Deputy’ told him the elderly 
lady’s daughter was inside the room and that they needed to enter. The door to the 
bedroom was closed. 


Deputy made several announcements, "Sheriff's Department come out with your 
hands up.” Suspect Rangel did not comply Бе uty told him to kick the door. 
After checking the door was locked, Depu kicked the door. Оери'у а the 
door came off the hinges and the door opened slightly, but appeared to be held up by 
unknown objects. Deputy "г able to look inside and saw Suspect Rangel run up 
and push the door closed. Deputy backed up toward the bathroom door and heard 

lass breaking. He transmitted Suspect Rangel might be going out the window. Deputy 
йй ее: the suspect was distracted апа felt it was best to enter the room. 


Deputy stated he was at the door frame with Deputy Richards to his right. 
Deputy kicked the door a second time, simultaneously Deputy Richards pushed 
against the door causing it to fall on its side. He saw the back of a recliner against the 
door. Suspect Rangel ran toward them, and Deputy| ctivated the Taser, striking 
Suspect Rangel in the torso. Suspect Rangel bent over and fell onto the recliner with 
his hands underneath him. He ordered the suspect to show his hands, and Suspect 
Rangel said "Okay, okay." Suspect Rangel stood up as if nothing happened and 
grabbed Deputy Richards' gun. Deputy [ll activated the Taser a second time. 
Suspect Rangel went back toward the recliner in the same position, again stating he 
would comply. Suspect Rangel did not comply and grabbed Deputy Richards’ gun a 
second time. Deputy believed Suspect Rangel was gaining control of Deputy 
Richards’ gun because he felt Deputy Richards’ body being pulled into the room. 


Depu Ml tene his right elbow to block Deputy Richards from being pulled inside 
the room. Simultaneously, Depu activated his Taser for a third time. Suspect 
Rangel fell back into the chair. Deputy, constantly ordered Suspect Rangel to 
surrender and show his hands. Suspect Rangel immediately stood up and reached for 
Deputy Richards' gun again. He heard Deputy Richards yell "he's got my gun, he's got 
my gun." Depu tempt to activate the Taser two more times, but it did not 
appear to have an effect on Suspect Rangel. Першу then heard one shot and he 
noticed Suspect Rangel was hit. Der. Suspect Rangel turn toward his left 
and go to the ground. Deputy гт ed a "998" and requested for rescue to 
respond. 
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Deputies lll Farino. ШШ and Richards entered the room and attempted to 
handcuff Suspect Rangel. Suspect Rangel was lying on his stomach with his left arm to 
his side and right arm underneath his body. берму Р еге Suspect Rangel to 
give the deputies his left arm. Suspect Rangel did not comply, and Deputy 
activated his Taser in an attempt to gain compliance. "The Taser did not appear to be 
effective, and Deputy Richards requested Deputy гга him the Taser. Deputy 
Richards advised his partners he was going to drive stun Suspect Rangel. Deputy 
Richards removed the cartridge and drive stunned Suspect Rangel approximately two 
times. Deputies were eventually able to handcuff Suspect Rangel. Deputy| egan 
removing furniture from the bedroom to the south bedroom to create space. Deputy 
land Deputy Mill carried Suspect Rangel to the hallway where deputies then 
carried Suspect Rangel to the front yard. 


Deputy stated no victims were located inside the residence. Deputy| stated 
the situation was rapidly evolving and it was not feasible to question the residents 
outside of the location to determine if all residents had been accounted for. IAB 
investigators presented Deputy la photograph of the hallway [Exhibit C] and a 
crime scene sketch [Exhibit D] of the interior of the residence for a visual reference. 
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
